HE SPEAKS IN ENGLISH 
BEFORE JOINT SESSION 


Tells How People, Subordi- 
nating Differences, Are 
Supporting Government— 
“Nation Worthy Partner in 
League of Honor.“ 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—Ambassador 
Bakhmetieff, head of the Russian mis- 
sion, emphatically declared in an ad- 
dress today before Congress, assembled 
in joint session in the hall of the House. 
that the Russian people themselves op- 
pose a@ separate peace with Germany. 
The Ambassador's declaration came at 
the end of the most remarkable and 
demonstrative reception yet given to 


any of the foreign missions in either 
House of Congress. Shouts and cheers 
came from floor and galleries. 

Members of Congress, who on previous 
visits of missions have applauded or re- 
mained quietly in their seats, cheered 
loudly. Men, women and children in the 
galleries caught the sweeping wave of 
patriotism, shouting and waving hand- 
kerchiefs. 

The applause and cheering were re- 
newed when the Ambassador raid: 

“Rumors of a separate peace are 
without foundation in fact. Russia's 
endeavor is for a lasting peace between 
democratic nations. Triumph of the 
German autocracy. would render such 
peace impossible. Russia will not fail 
to be a worthy partner in the league of 
honor.“ 

Clark Welcomes Visitors. 

No less enthusiastic than the re- 
€eption. given.to-—-the Russian leader 
Was that accorded to Speaker Clark 
when he welcomed the mission. He 
Was constantly interrupted as he 
told how at the time of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, Switzerland was 
the only republic, while now there 
are 27, largely due to the efforts of 
the United States. 

“In a larger sense,“ he said, we 
make them, not by conquering ene- 
mies, not by the mailed fist, but by 
the wholesomeness of our example, 


by teaching all creation the glorious’ 


fact that men can govern them- 
selves.” 

Mention by the Speaker of Russia 
as the largest of the 27 republics 
brought prolonged cheering and 
shouting. 

“It dazzles the imagination,” che 
Speaker continued, when quie@ ‘was 
restored, “to think what she may be- 
come under free institutions. The 
Russian revolution wa- the most mo- 
mentous political movement since the 
French revolution. 

Several minutes’ cheering greeted 
Ambassador Bakhmetleff when he 
rose to speak. 

Speaking in English he told of the 
acts of the old Government which 
led up to its overthrow. His words 
Were listened to in intense silence, 
but when he began to relate how the 
Russian people were standing by the 
new Government and how anxious 
they were to take their place among 
the free nations of the world, the 
wildest applause interrupted him. 

“Instead of the old forms,” he said, 
“there are now being firmly estab- 
lished and deeply imbedded in the 
minds o: the nation principles that 
power js reposed and springs from 
and only from the people. To ef- 
fectuate these principles and to enact 
appropriate fundamental laws, that 
is going to be the main function of 


the constitutional assembly which 16 


to de convoked as promptly as pos- 
sible, is the substance of the very 
existence of the state. 

People Support Government. 

“Reposing confidence in such rule, the 
Russian people are rendering to the 
new authorities their support. The peo- 
ple are realizing more and more that for 
the very sake of freedom law must be 
maintained and manifestation of an- 
archy suppressed. 

“In this respect locai life has exem- 
plified wonderful exertion of spontane- 
ous public spirit. On many occasions 
following the removal of old authorities 
a new elected administration has na- 
turally arisen, conscious of national in-

amples of practical statesmanship. 

“The provisional Government is gain- 
‘ing every day in importance and power, 
le gaining capacity to check elements 
of disorder resulting either from at- 
tempts of reaction or extremism, The

INTENSE HEAT, DROUTH AND 
FOREST FIRES IN GERMANY 


Condition Untavorably Affects Yield 
of Fruit and Early Vegetables, 
Both Sorely Needed. 

COPENHAGEN, June 23.—The per- 
iod of intense heat continues, accord- 
ing to reports from Berlin, over the 
greater part of Germany, the only 
exception being in the western part 
of the country. Berlin on Wednesday 
experienced heat exceeded only three 
times in 70 years and then in mid- 
July. 

Very little rain has falien through- 
out Germany, and the Berlin Tage- 
blatt is informed that there appears 
to be slight prospect of a change. 
Extension of forest fires is reported 
in various parts of Germany, owing 
to the continued drouth and soldiers 
have been called on to assist in check- 
ing them. 

The Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin says 
the protracted heat and dry weather 
have had a most unfavorable effect 
on the yield of fruit and early ves 
etables, which are of special import- 
ance owing to the disappearance of 
potatoes. 


TWO SUFFRAGISTS ARRESTED 
AT WHITE HOUSE GATES 


Police Bleck Attempt to Unfurl 
Another Banner in Front of 
Place. 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—The police 
quickly blockaded another attempt todav 
by suffragists to display a banner in 

front of the White House gates. 

Mrs. Lawrence Lewis of Philadelphia, 
and Miss Gladyce Greiner of Baltimore, 
who carried the banner, were arrested 
before they had it entirely unfurled, by 
a police matron, and taken to head- 
quarters in a waiting police automobile. 

The women were released on their owr 
recognizance. The banners carried a 
quotation from one of President Wil- 
son's books. 

The police ban on woman suffrage 
activities was today extended to the 
Capitol when it was learned that the 
woman's party planned to display ban- 
ners there for the visit of the Russian 
commission. Patrolmen were stationed 
at both end of the Capitol with ‘‘keep 
moving’’ orders, also direction to pre- 
vent any unfurling of banners. 

Two women were later arrested at 
the Capitol. They had just begun to 
unfurl their tanner. After being 
taken to the Capitol police office they 
were released upon giving their prom- 
is to appear in Police Court later.

President Has Asked That Num- 
ber Between 18 and 40 to 
Join Colors in Week. 


CAMPAIGN OPEN S HERE 


Many Regulars Must Be Taken 
in Next Six Months to Train 
New Army. 


A nation-wide drive of one week to re- 
cruit 70,000 men to bring the regular 
army up to its authorized war strength 
of 300,000 men began today in accordance 
with President Wilson's proclamation 
calling for volunteers. 

This the first step in the war organi- 


zation of America’s army. Next is the 
task of completing the full strength of 
the national guard; then comes the se- 
lection of men for the new national 
army, from the millions who registered 
June 5. 

The President calls upon unmarried 
men between the ages of 18 and 40 years 
who have no dependents and who are 
not engaged in pursuits ‘‘vitally neces- 
sary to the prosecution of the war,“ to 
join the army. 

This means that those between the 
ages of 1§ and 21 and 31 and 40 as well 
as the recent regir‘rants, will be given 
an opportunity for immediate training 
and the prospect of early active service. 

The urgency of filling the ranks of 
the regular army is emphasized by army 
officers, who declare it will be neces- 
sury within the next six months to take 
many of the regulars as instructors for 
the new selective army. It is planned 
to incorporate in the new regiments of 
the, regular army portions of already 
es. tablished and trained units as a frame- 
work to assure rapid development. 

Recruiting offices throughout the 
country will have the assistance of the 
press, the State Defense Councils and 
patriotic societies in the effort to bring 
70,000 men to the colors within a 
week. 

Drive Is Begun Here. 

A city-wide effort to induce unmar- 
ried and unencumbered men between 
the ages of 18 and 40 to enlist in the 
regular army was begun today when 
“Army Week“ began. oa 

Maj. George W. Goode and Capt. Wal- 
lace M. Craigie, in charge of the St. 
Loufs recruiting office, are appealing 
to citizens to aid them in the movement 
by inducing eligible men to join the 
regulars. 

Those who cannot themselves enlist 
are expected to do a valuable service to 
their country by talking to men of their 
acquaintance who have the enlistment 
qualifications and ‘urging them to join 
the colors now. 

Wepmen and children can take part in 
this campaign of persuasion with the 
knowledge that they are doing some- 
thing to aid the Government. As a re- 
ward all those who induce men to join 
the army will be placed upon a roll of 
honor which will be posted in the re- 
cruiting offices and will be published. 

The recruiting staff will be aided by 
Gen. E. J. Spencer of the national guard, 
and by civic and church organizations. 

May Escape Conscription. 

Men who have registered for the 
selective draft are privileged to join the 
regular army at this time. 

The age limit set by tie President 
in his proclamation also wpens the 
way for men between 31 and 40 to en- 
ter the service in advance of a second 
draft registration in which they 
might be included. 

The pay has been increased to $30 a 
month. Food, 
medical attention are furnished free. 
At the end of the year’s service a 
private with a good record may, on 
examination, receive a commission or 
be sent to West Point. 

Those who join the regulars now will 
do so with the practical certainty of 
early service at the front. 


1000 KILLED OR INJURED IN 


Disaster at Bloeweg Officialiy An- 
nounced to Austrian 
Parliament. 
AMSTERDAM, June 2%.—More than 
1000 persons were killed or injured, or 
are missing, in consequence of an explo- 
sion in munitions factories at Bloeweg, 
according to an announcement made in 
the lower house of the Australian Par- 
liament by the Minister of Defense, as 
forwarded in a dispatch from Vienna. 
The casvalties were given by the min- 
ister as follows: Dead, 136; missing, 0, 
wounaed, 62%. Of the wounded 520 re- 

ceived only slight Injuries. 

The minister said the explosion prob- 
ably was due to lack of caution on the 
part of men employed in a trench mor- 
tar work shop. 


RED CROSS AID FOR RUSSIA 


American Commission to Supply Re- 
tief Along Front, 

WASHINGTON, June 23.-—The Red 
Cross will send an American commission 
to Russia to work along and behind the 
battle front. In the same way a similar 
commission is to operate in France and 
Belgium. 

In that way ambulances and other re- 
lief for the Russian army will be sup- 
plied.

COCCHI CONFESSES |! \ 
T0 THE MURDER | 
OF RUTH GRUGER 


New York Fugitive in Italy Says 
He Killed Girl When She 
Rebuffed Him. 


BODY BURIED IN CELLAR 


Woman’s Efforts Led to Its Re- 
covery After Man Had 
Fled to Europe. 


By Associated Press. 

BOLOGNA, Italy, June 23.~—Alfred 
Cocchi, the fugitive New York motor 
cycle dealer, abandoned today his pre- 
tense of innocence of the murder of Ruth 
Cruger and confessed his guilt. Jealousy 
was his motive. He was unable, he de- 
clared, to win her love and became fu- 
rious when she rebuffed his persistent 
attentions. 

The admissions of the young Italian, 
whose escape the New York police failed 
to prevent, were made in tears after 
searching interrogation by Judge Zuc- 
coni, broke down Cocchi’s reserve. 

Prior to this examination Cocchi has 
coolly and insistently maintained he had 
known Miss Cruger only two days be- 
fore her disappearance in February, 
when she went to his shop to have her 
skates sharpened, and had declared his 
conduct toward her was entirely correct. 

Makes Halting Confession, 

Under Judge Zuconni’s searching ques- 
tions today,. however, Cocchi finally 
burst into tears and became so agitated 
as his confession fell haltingly from his 
lips that the persons surrounding him 
believed he was about to have an epilep- 
tic fit. 

Time was granted for him to recover 
and he then resumed the story of how 
the 18-year-old Wadleigh high school 
graduate met déath at his hands in the 
building where her body was recently 
unearthed from the cellar. 

After making u phis mind to tell the 
truth Cocchi talked freely and with- 
out reserve gave full details of his 
crime, including the burial of Miss 
Cruger's body. After the confession 
had been completed the Judge direct- 
ed the clerk to read to Cocchi the 
written report of his deposition. The 
prisoner said it was correct and later 
signed it. 

Upon being further interrogated by 
the prisoner had told the entire truth, 
Cocchi admitted that the murder had 
been preceded by an assault. He had 
denied this previously. His confession is 
now considered to be complete. 

Signor Venturini, Cocchi's 
presented a petition to the 
refuse the extradition of Cocchi. The 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs has been 
asked by the court to obtain the evi- 
dence against Cocchi through the Ital- 
ian Ambassador in Washington, This 
is asked with reference to the article in 
the Italian penal code which provides 
for the trial here of any Itallan subject 
committing abroad a crime punishable 
in Italy with not less than three years’ 
imprisonment. 


“Ready to Suffer Penalty.” 
On returning to his cell, Cocchi said 


to the prison attendants: 

“At last I feel relieved. I have 
freed myself from a nightmare which 
tortured my conscience. Now I have 
told everything and I am ready to 
suffer any penalty.” 

Judge Zuconni questioned the 
American woman, a relative of Miss 
Cruger, who came here for the pur- 
pose of giving testimony concerning 
the motive for the crime and the cir- 
cumstances under which it was com- 
mitted. The name and address of 
this woman have not been ascertained,

NEW YORK, June 23.—Overhauling 
of the Police Department as the result of 
its failure to clear the mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of Ruth Cruger 
was resumed yesterday, when Commis- 
sioner Woods suspended four motor 
cycle policemen, and announced that the 
“shakeup” had only begun. The police- 
men were habitues of the repair shop 
of Alfred Cocchi, where the body of the 
murdered girl was found after she had 

been missing four months, 

Basis for the suspension of the pa- 
trolmen was their alleged disregard of 
un order concerning the arrest of motor 
car speeders, but the authorities were 
frank in saying that their investigations 
were disclosing an alliance between the 
police and Cocchi by which money had 
been extorted from speeders and the 
cases never officially reported.

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Regulations for drafting the new 
national army, now awaiting President Wilson’s approval, contain 
provision for every step in the great undertaking, except the actual 
method, whether a jury wheel or some other device shall be used. 

No official announcement has been made, and official confirma- 


tion is withheld, but it has been stated, and generally is accepted 
here as true, that the Federal Government itself will do the draft- 
ing, probably here in Washington, so there will be no opportunity 


for local favoritisms. 

As the regulations stand now, every 
registered man bears a number. The 
identity of the numbered men will be 
hk nown to those in charge of the draft 


machinery. 
As the numbers are drawn they will 


be telegraphed to the home districts, 7 


where the registered men will learn if 
they have been drafted.

Local Boards to Have Three Members; 
Precautions to Avoid Favoritism 


NEW YORK, June 23.—The text of the 
draft rules that will govern local ex- 
emption board is printed today, under 
Washington date line, by the New Yorz 
American. They are subject to modifica- 
tion at any time by the President. 

It is clear that the Federal authorities, 
to prevent favoritism, have taken ever) 
precaution against a misuse of power by 
local boards, also that drastic provisions 
have been made against attempts at mil 
itary service evasion. 

There will be appointed local boards 
of three members with exclusive jurts- 
diction in their respective localities. Ii“ 
the population warrants, extra board 
may be appointed in certain districts 
In cities there will be one board for 
about each 30,000 population. Each board 
is required to turn over to other boards 
any names that may belong in their 
jurisdiction, 

The three members of each board are 
to be appointed by the President and 
one shall be a licensed physician. The 
President also may increase the mem- 
bership of any board in his diacretion. 
Each member of a local board must be 
a citizen of the United States, must 
reside in the district over which his 
board has jurisdiction. and may not be 
connected with the military establish- 
ment of the United States 

The President may remove such mem- 
bers and fill vacancies. Where an ap- 
pointee resigns or declines to serve, pro- 
vision is made for notifying the Wash- 
ington authorities promptly. The loca! 
boards are to convene five days after 
a day to be fixed hereafter im their 
respective jurisdictions in the place for- 
merly occupied by the Registration 
Board or in such other place w thin that 
jurisdiction as a majority of the board 
may select. No organization of a board 
may be made until a majority of the 
members appointed express willingness 
to serve and have taken the oath. 

Tue Nestes Will Deetde. 

A majority of each board shall be «a 
quorum, but if only two are present and 
cannot agree the matter must walt un- 
tii all three are present, when two votes 
will dechde. 

If the Sheriff of a county i* a mem- 
ber, he shall be chairman of the beard, 
if not, the board shall choose one of ite 
members for chairman. Aliso, 1 selects 
a member as clerk. If one member of 
the board is a licensed physician, he 
shall act as examining physician for the 
board. if no physician ie a member the 
board shall appoint a licensed physicten 
designated by the Governor of the State. 
Or. it desired, a licensed physician may 
be appointed for a board that has a 
licensed physician for a member. On 
organization each clerk must notify the 
Governor of his Btate. 

A record of the meeting of organiza- 
tion must be sent the provest marshal 
general. Except adjourned meetings, ali 
meetings of local boards shall be held 
after one days notice posted in the of. 
fee of tte board and sent by registered 
mail to members of the board. 

After completing organization § tte 
chairman and clerk shall demand and 
take inte their possession all registra- 


tlon cards, records in connection there- 
with, etc., belonging within their Juris- 
diction. 

When the boards of registration have, 
turned over suca cards and records tie 
Loards of registration cease to exist and 
what inay remain for them to do will be 
done by the new local exemption 
Loar. 

Nambered Regtatration Cars. 

The firet thing after getting pos 
sion of the registration cards. the local 
boards must make certain they been 
in that jurtediction. Then within three 
days after organization. if practicable, 
each local board shal! number every 
registration card, beginning with nun 
ber one and continuing consecutively 
until all registration cards are numbered 
without regard to alohabetica!’ arrange 
ment. These numbers shall be known as 
“serial numbers” and must be entered 
on the face of each registration ecard 
in red ink, The focal board will at the 
tame time give the same “sertal nos 
ber“ to the corresponding copy of enen 
registration cerd which it numbers. 

As additional registration ecards 
are thereafter received or made out 
by any local board such cards shall be 
given a “sertal number tn ene 
the manner used in numbering the 
other registration cards. Such Sac 
tional cards shall be numbered cone 
secutively in the order in which they 
are received or made out.

Admiral Declares Submarine Menace Could Bs 
Abolished and Germany’s Chance of 
Winning War Ended. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June %.—The Executive 
Committee of the Aero Club of America 
received a letter from Rear Admiral 
Bradley N. Fiske, retired, suggesting a 
plan for an attack on the German fleet 
and crushing the submarine menace, 
which the committee has indorsed as 
of the first importance. It also resolved 


tu forward the letter immediately to the 
Council of National Defense, the Air- 
craft Production Board and the chair- 
men of the Committees on Military and 
Naval Affairs of the Senate and House 
of Representatives. 

Rear Admiral Fiske is the author of 
notable books on the navy, the latest, 
“The Navy as a Fighting Machine.“ He 
is inventor of naval mechanism which 
has been adopted in every marine serv- 
ice in the world and is now perfecting, 
with experiments, financed by the Aero 
Club of America, a torpedo plane. 

Admiral Fiske was the ploneer of the 
torpedo plane idea, but the secret of 
some of his experiments got to Berlin 
by means of its spies long before the 
United States came into the war. The 
Germans immediately put his idéa into 
suecessful effect. Nevertheless, the Ad- 
miral, it is understood, has now near 
completion a type of torpedo plane to 
transcend anything that has been evi- 
denced by Germany or America's allies. 

In his letter to President Hawley of 
the Aero Club, Admiral Fiske notes that 


defend themselves from fighting air- 
planes, would be a powerful menace to 
the British fleet. 
torpedo planes, armed with guns to de- 
fend themselves from fighting airplanes,

Germans in going to London.

Brings Clearing House and Red 
Cross Under One Head for 
Elimination of Waste Effort. 


PARIS, June 23.— The amalgama- 
tion of the American Glearing House, 
one of the chief institutions for han- 
dling the vast supplies contributed by 
America, with the American Red 
Cross, has been decided upon by Gen. 
Pershing. The merger has already 
begun and the organization of the 
clearing house and all its assets will 
be in the hands of the Red Cross by 
Sept. 1. The clearing house has been 
the intermediary between 6000 socie- 
ties and contributing individuals in 
the United States and has handled 
66,000,000 frances worth of food and 
clothing and 11,000,000 francs in cash. 
All its administration has been by 
American volunteers under the presi- 
dency of H. Herman Harjes and the 
business management of H. O. Beatty, 
who becomes director-general of the 
merged bodies. 

The new organisation is the Ameri- 
can Red Cross for France and Bel- 
lum, which recently arrived with 
Maj. Grayson Murphy, a member of 
the War Council, as chief commis- 
sioner, and James H. Perkins, as as- 
sistant. The work of the Red Cross 
has now been divided under the fol- 
lowing heads: Military Affairs, En- 
gineering, Social Conditions, Civil Af- 
fairs, Transportation, Finance, Infor- 
mation, with experts heading each 
branch. f 

The amalgamation is but one por- 
tion of the constructive co-ordinativé 
work which Gen. Pershing has beén 
busying himself.

It would 
be the source of the greatest misery, 
and, besides that, a threatening menace 
of Russia's freedom. :

Mrs. Roth said she had always un- 
derstood that Marion A. Archer Spiess 
was born in England of English parents. 
She also had thought Spiess was a nat- 
uralized citizen of the United States 
and had never heard anything to indi- 
cate he was an alien.

GOVERNMENT OR GREED? | 

When it comes to embargoes. upon food and 
fuel such as are now proposed as measures of 
national defense, nothing new is advocated: We 
already have embargoes. 

Food has been embargoed in this country for 
years by, combinations of warehouse men and 
speculators. To check the free movement of sup- 
plies from producer to consumer and to withhold 
then’ from market for the purpose of creating an 
artificial searcity are policies that result as truly 
in an embargo as any prohibition or restriction 
of exports by government. The only difference 
is in the motive and the results. 

That coal has been embargoed in the United 
States is proved by the finding of the Federal 
Trade Commission and it is now practically ad- 
mitted by operators and railroad managers. There 
is no lack of coal, but production has been in- 
efficient, distribution has been faulty and car 
shortage has become chronic. Taking advantage 
of these conditions, by no means unavoidable, 
speculators and middlemen, standing between the 
miner and the consumer, have practicéd a hold-up 
which is nothing less than an embargo. 

These embargoes are privately ordained for 
selfish ends. They are without authority of law. 
In fact, most of them are in plain violation of 
law. They are intended to keep famine always 
within sight of the people. They do more than 
interfere with industry. They lead straight to 
plunder and outrage. 

Such limited governmental embargoes upon food 
and fuel as are advocated at Washington are in 
the public interest alone. They are not to make 

prices higher, but lower. They will facilitate 
and equalize distribution, fot check it. 

They will hoard nothing except from the enemy. 
They will so administer the basic products of 
the country that they will help us wig the war. 
Finally, these public embargoes will automatically 
remove the worst ef our private embargoes.

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HUGE TASK OF THE RED OROSS. 

Americans who were surprised at the largeness 
of the sum the country was asked to raise for the 
Red Cross will be interested in the news from 
Washington with regard to the Russian prisoners 
in Germany. The Russian mission states that 
there are 2,000,000 of these prisoners. Many 
hundreds of thousands have already died of star- 
vation and tuberculosis. The Red Oross is re- 
quested to supply 3,000,000 pounds of bread, the 
amount needed for a month, until the Russian 
Government can take up the work. This amount 
of bread will cost $2,400,000. 

That is only one item in the tremendous task 
of meeting the world-wide need and suffering 
brought about by the war. The first ‘task of the 
American Red Cross, of course, will be to help 
the wounded at the battle front in France and 
Belgium, or wherever American troops may be 
called upan to fight. But besides this, hundreds 
of thousands of sufferers in all parts of the worid 

are looking to the Red Cross tor aid. Nor can 
he Red Cross omit the work it does in peace 
times for the relief of those overtaken by catas- 
trophes and disasters. 
It is our task, our privilege to make the Red 
Cross our agent in this world-wide work of 
mercy.

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OLEANING UP AT THE BARRACKS. 

It has been charged that certain undesirable 
conditions tending to the demoralization of re- 
cruits exist in the neighborhood of Jefferson Bar- 
racks.

Dispatch to say that there are in the district no 
such liabilities as would offset a heavy prepon- 
derance of assets in the event that a balance 
were struck.

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AN EDUCATIONAL STATE FAIR. 
Those in charge of the Missouri State Fair this 


year, to be held at Sedaifa, Sept. 22-29, are plan- 
ning to make it highly educational, patriotic in 
spirit and useful ag a factor-in solving the food 
problem, which is one of the biggest of the war 
problems. 

Plans prepared by the Hxecutive Committee of 
the Fair Board, while showing close economy in 
expenditures, also show a determination to put on 
a more comprehensive fair this year than ever be- 
fore, especially in the way of crop stimulation, 
demonstration of the relative values of human 
foods and food conservation in the State. 

Because of the extraordinary efforts of the ped- 
ple of the State to produce record crops this year 
the State Fair should find an abundance of mate- 
rial for an unusually interesting display. And, 
with the proper publicity, the people's interest in 
the fair can be aroused and a full attendance as- 
sured. The fair will bea State harvest home“ 
eelebration, in a year when a genuine, compre- 
hensive agricultural, horticultural and pomo- 
logical State exhibit should prove Missouri's re- 
sponse to the demand for patriotic preparedness 
in all kinds of food protlucts.

THE AGE QUESTION. 

There must be a good deal of quiet chuckling in 
life insurance offices over the predicament that 
certain crafty policy holders find themselves in. 
These are individuals who understated their ages 
to obtain lower premium rates. 

Knowing that it is a custom in many compa- 
nies to verify the age figures on application blanks 
by comparing them with the sworn statements at 
election registrations, they found a simple way 
out of the difficulty. It was to He about the age 
at registration, too. What was a small matter 
like perjury to saving a few dollars? 

It happens, however, that somebody besides life 
insurance companies is scanning the registration 
lists this year. It is the Military Registration 
Bureau. And when it finds that Mr. So-and-so 
claims exemption from the draft on the grounds 
that he is more than 31, but that he swore; when 
he wished to vote, that he was somewhere in the 
20's, it has certain awkward questions to ask. 

Mr. So-and-so has been going in panic to the 
Election Board to obtain relief; but there is no 
relief. If his age stands as it appears on the 
records, he is likely to be punished for failing 
to register for the draft. If the records are to be 
set aside, he faces a possibility of being accused 
of fraud upon the life insurance companiés or of 
making false affidavit to the election officers. .
